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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


WHEN   STUDENTS  MAY  ENTER 

For  the  work  of  the  Spring  and  Summer  Quarters  of  this  ses- 
sion students  may  enter  only  on  the  following  dates: 

For  Spring  Quarter,  March  13.  (Not  later  than  the  morning 

of    March    27).    No    mid-quarter    examinations. 

For  Second  Term  of  Spring  Quarter,  April  24.  (Not  later  than 
the  morning  of   May    1). 

For  Summer  Quarter,  June  .5  (Not  later  than  the  morning  of 
June    19).    Mid-quarter    examinations    on    July    12. 

For  Second  Term  of  Summer  Quarter,  July  13.  (Not  later  than 
the  morning  of  July  20).  Renewal  of  license  either  half  of  Summer 
Quarter. 
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While  teachers  who  enter  for  six  weeks  only  are  not  barred, 
it  is  hoped  that  most  of  those  who  come  will  remain  at  least 
twelve   weeks. 

ADVANTAGE    OF    ATTENDING    THE    SPRING    AND 
SUMMER    QUARTERS 

Teachers  in  service  and  prospective  teachers  ni?.y  secure  credit 
towards: 

A    two-year    Certificate    course    (a    five-year    I'conse). 

A   Bachelor   of   Science   degree    (a   life   license). 

A    Sophomore    license    (valid    for    two    years). 

A   renewal   of  license    (valid  for  one   year  for  six-weeks 


attendance,  or  two   years  for  two   such  periods   cf  attendance). 

Teachers  in  service  who  need  none  of  the  foregoing  require- 
ments may  take  advantage  of  additional  courses  in  their  special 
lines  of  work  and  at  the  same  time  take  courses  in  Education  that 
will    enrb'o    them    to    keep    abreast    of   new    theories    and    practices 

in   tho  fic"d   of  teaching. 
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By  entering  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  of  the  Spring 
quarter  (April  24th)  and  continuing  throughout  the  summer  'luar- 
ter  (ending  August  18th),  is  it  possible  to  earn  a  half-years  credit. 

LICENSE    TO    TEACH 

A  license  to  teach  may  be  secured  in  any  of  the  following 
manners : 

1.  By    completing   the   four-year   degree    course. 

2.  By    completing    a    two-year    Cert'ficate    course. 

3.  By  completing  two  years  of  college  work,  including  18 
hours    of    Education,    for    a    Sophomore    license. 

4.  By  taking  the  regular  State  Examinations,  given  at 
the  College  at  the  close  of  the  spring  quarter,  the  middle  of  the 
summer  quarter,  and  at  the  close  of  the   summer  quarter. 
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RENEWAL   OF   LICENSE 

Any  first  or  second-grade  license  (including  State  Teachers 
College  certificates)  may  be  renewed  for  one  year  by  attending 
State  Teachers  College  the  last  half  of  the  spring  quarter  or  either 
term  of  the  summer  quarter,  and  for  two  years  by  attending  two 
such  terms,  provided  the  expiration  date  of  the  license  was  not 
more  than  one  year  prior  to  the  closing  date  of  the  renewal  work. 
The    student    must    obtain    credit   in    eight   quarter    hours    of    acade- 
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mic  work  for  a  one-year  renewal  or  sixteen  quarter  hours  for  a 
two-year  renewal,  one  course  of  which  must  be  in  Education  un- 
less the  student  already  has  a  total  credit  of  eighteen  quarter 
hours  in  Education.  The  grades  obtained  in  these  courses  must 
each  be   *'C"  or  above. 

The  fee  for  renewal  is  $1.50,  in  the  form  of  a  money  order, 
payable  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  This  fee  must  accompany 
the    license. 


ESTABLISHING  CREDITS 

High-School   Units   Required   for  Entrance 

Students  entering  for  the  first  time  from  fully  accredited 
high  schools,  on  the  state  accredited  list,  will  be  given  credit  for  the 
work  certified  on  their  entrance  credits.  These  certificates  must 
be  sent  by  mail  in  advance  direct  from  the  principal  or  other  of- 
ficer of  the  school  attended.  Students  asking  for  credit  on  work 
done  outside  this  state  should  see  that  their  credit  certificates  are 
r.cco".ipanied  by  an  officially  signed  statement  that  the  school  was 
on  the  accredited  list  at  the  time  of  attendance.  This  statement 
must  be  signed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  or  duly 
authorized  state  accrediting  officer. 

The  units  required  as  a  basis  for  college  work  must  include 
Algebra,  1;  English,  3;  Geometry,  1  (not  required  for  certificate); 
electives  to  make  up  total  of  15.  The  miminum  and  maximum  of 
units    accepted    by    subjects    are: 

Agriculture,  1;  Vocational  Agriculture,  1-4;  Algebra,  1  to  2; 
American  History,  1;  Ancient  History,  1;  Arithmetic  (H.  S.),  1; 
Biology,  1;  Bookkeeping,  1;  Botany,  1;  Domestic  Science  and  Art, 
1  or  2;  Economics,  Vz;  English,  3  to  4;  English  History,  1;  French, 
2;  General  Science,  1;  Geography,  V2  to  1;  Latin,  2  to  4;  Manual 
Training  1  to  2;  Modern  History,  1;  Music  (School),  V2;  Music 
(Piano  or  other  instruments)  V2  to  2;  Physical  Education,  V2; 
Physics,  1;  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  1;  Spainish  2;  Solid  Geometry, 
V2;  Stenography,  1  to  2;  Trigonometry,  V2;  Typewriting,  1  to  2. 
Not  less  than  2   units  in   any  foreign  language  will  be   accepted. 

Accredited  schools  will  be  classified  according  to  the  official 
lists  of  the   State  Accrediting  Commission. 
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Attention,    Former    Students: 

Before  returning  to  resume  work  in  State  Teachers  College  it 
is  important  that  you  write  for  a  new  Memorandum  of  Credits  so 
you  will  know  before  you  arive,  or  at  least  on  arriving,  just  what 
credits  you  have  and  just  what  you  lack  for  the  completion  of 
your  course.  The  Records  Office  can  not  work  this  out  for  you 
after  you  reach  the  College  without  serious  delay  and  inconvenience 
to   you. 

Entrance   Examinations: 

Students  above  high  school  age  who  cannot  secure  fifteen 
units  by  certificates  may  take  entrance  tests  at  the  time  they 
enter  (or  at  any  time  set  for 
such  examination).  Those  de- 
siring to  take  these  tests 
should  make  written  applica- 
tion on  form  furnished  by  the 
Entrance      Credits      Committee. 

Entrance  examinations  will 
be  given  only  on  the  Saturday 
before  the  opening  of  each 
ciuarter.  A  student  will  not  be 
permitted  to  take  entrance  ex- 
amination on  a  subject  in  which 
he  has  already  made  college 
credit,  without  forfeiting  those 
credits.  Students  of  high  school 
age  will  not  be  permitted  to 
take    entrance    examinations. 

ENTRANCE     TO     NURSERY     SCHOOL 

Special   Students: 

Students  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  who  cannot  meet  the 
requirements  for  admission  will  be  allowed  to  enter  as  special  stu- 
dents in  the  departments  of  Commerce,  Music,  and  Manual  Arts, 
but  no  college  credit  will  be  given  until  entrance  requirements 
shall  have  been  met  either  by  establishing  fifteen  entrance  units 
or    by    entrance    examinations.

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Tuition—  No  tuition  for  academic  courses  is  charged  exceipt  to  stu- 
dents from  other  states,  who  are  required  to  pay  twelve 
dollars   per   quarter  in   addition  to   the   fees   listed   above. 

NOTE — Students  who  enroll  for  only  one  term  in  either  Spring  or 
Summer  Quarters  will  be  required  to  pay  a  Matriculation 
fee  of  $15.00  and  one-half  of  all  other  quarterly  fees. 

Absences: 

A^ttention  is  called  to  the  new   manner  of  handling  absences: 

A  student  who  is  absent  from  any  class  as  much  as  three  times 
for  a  four  hour  course,  and  two  times  for  any  other  class,  during 
the  quarter,  without  legitimate  excuse,  will  be  barred  from  final 
examinations  in  that  class  and  a  grade  of  "F"  will  be  recorded 
against  him  in  that  course.  Instructors  must  make  regular  reports 
on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the 
Chairman  of  Class  Attendance  Committee  of  all  unexcused  absences 
for  the  month  preceding.  It  is  understood  that  a  student  shall 
justify  his  absences  when  he  returns  to  class;   and  if  he  fails   co  do 
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so,  the  instructor  is  requested  to  report  the  absences  incurred  as 
unexcused.  Once  any  absence  is  reported,  the  instructor  has  no 
power  to  change  it.  Three  unexcused  tardies  will  be  counted  as  one 
unexcused  absence.  Absences  on  a  day  preceding  or  following  a 
holiday   count   double. 

A  student  who  is  absent  for  any  reason  will  be  required  to 
make  up  by  special  tests  all  the  work  missed.  No  credit  in  any 
course  is  allowed  if  the  student  is  absent  for  more  than  one  third 
of  the  number  of  recitations. 

Chap«l    Attendance: 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  on  Mondays  and 
Fridays  of  each  week.  A  numbered  chapel  seat  for  the  quarter 
will  be  assigned  to  each  student  upon  registration.  If  the  student 
is  not  occupying  this  seat  at  any  chapel  program  he  is  recorded 
as  absent  and  this  absence  is  reported  to  the  Attendance  Com- 
mittee. 
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Living    Accomcdations: 

All  studnts  of  freshman  and  sophomore  standing  are  required 
to  live  in  the  college  dormitories  and  take  their  meals  in  the 
dining  hall.  Students  transferring  from  other  institutions,  regard- 
less of  classification,  are  required  to  live  in  the  dormitories  and 
take  their  meals  in  the  dining  hall  for  the  first  three  quarters  of 
residence.  These  regulations  do  not  apply  to  students  living  with 
parents   or  relatives   in   or  near   Hattiesburg. 


Written  approval  for  living  off  the  campus,  mailed  directly  to 
the  Dean  of  Women,  is  required  for  parents  or  guardian  of  women 
students  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Dormitory  assignments 
for  young  women  will  be  made  by  the  Dean  of  Women  after  pay- 
ment  of  fees. 


Living  accommodations,  other  than  the  dormitories,  must  be 
selected  from  a  list  approved  by  the  college  authorities,  and  may 
not  be  changed  except  by  the  consent  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or 
of  the  Dean  of  Men.  No  student  is  allowed  to  move  during  the 
quarter  except  und:r  unusual  conditions.  The  approved  lists  are 
posted  on  college  bulletin  boards,  and  copies  may  be  secured  from 
the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Women  or  of  the  Dean  of  Men.  No 
student   shculd   rent   a   room   off   the   campus   by   mail. 

Further  information  concerning  housing  regulations  may  be 
obtained  from  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Men  or  the  Dean  of 
Women. 

All  students  not  living  in  their  own  homes,  whether  rooming 
in  the  dormitories  or  in  private  rooms  or  rooming  houses,  are  alike 
subject   to   regulations,   control,   and    supervision   of   the   college.

Juniors: 

Juniors  are  required  to  take  the  following  four-hour  Method 
Course  in  Physical  Education  that  is  related  to  the  major  lield, 
which  may  be  taken  either  quarter  during  the  Junior  year.  In 
addition  to  the  foregoing  requirements,  transfer  students  must 
take    Physical    Education    for    two    quarters.

SENIORS: 

Seniors  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  intra-murals  and  in- 
dividual sports.  There  is  no  requirement  to  fill  provided  all  pre- 
vious   re(iuirements    have    been    completed. 

Twelve  of  the  total  number  of  hours  required  for  graduation 
may  be  in   Physical   Education. 

Physical    Education    for    Men: 

All  freshmen  and  sophomores  are  required  to  taka  cne  course 
in  Physical  Education  each  quarter.  Courses  33,  34,  and  48  are 
required  courses.  Transfer  credit  does  not  meet  these  require- 
ments. 

Exemption    from    Physical    Education: 

No  freshman  or  sophomore  is  exempt  from  taking  Physical 
Education,  (those  who  are  physically  disabled  may  take  a  theory 
course),  but  juniors  and  seniors  who  have  completed  the  required 
courses  need  not  take  any  courses  in  Physical  Education  during 
the   summer   quarter. 
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Academic    Classification: 

Freshmen — Those  who  have  from  1  to  48  Quarter  Hours  of 
credit. 

Sophomores — Those  who  have  from  49  to  96  Quarter  hours 
of   credit. 

Juniors — Those   \vho   have  from   97   to   144   Quarter   Hours   of  credit. 

Seniors- — Those    v.  ho    have    from    145    to    192    Quarter    Hours    credit. 

CLASSIFICATION    AND    REGISTRATION 

Registration  Day  is  the  first  day  of  each  quarter  vand  the  first 
day  cf  the  second  half  of  the  Spring  quarter  and  of  the  Summer 
quarter). 

A  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for  registering  after  Registration 
Day.   No   exception   to   this   rule. 

A  fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  for  each  course  changed  after  the 
second  day  following  registration.  No  change  perm'tted  after  the 
first  week   of   the   quarter   or   the   half  c|uarter. 

AMOUNT  OF  WORK  PERMITTED 

Those  entering  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  a  quarter  may 
take  16  hours  of  academic  v/ork  for  the  (|uarter.  Those  entering 
the  first  day  of  the  th'rd  week  may  not  take  more  than  12  hours. 
No  credit  allov/ed  for  those  entering  after  the  first  day  of  the  third 
week. 

For  the  half  quarters  (in  Spring  and  Summer),  those  enter- 
ing during  the  first  week  may  take  8  hours  (not  more)  for  the  half 
quarter.  Those  who  are  one  week  late  may  take  only  6  hours.  No 
credit  allowed  for  half-(|uarter  students  who  enter  more  than  one 
week    late. 

Students  who  make  straight  A's  in  eiight  hours  of  academic 
work  and  straight  B's  in  the  remaining  eight  or  more  hours  of 
academic  work  are  permitted  to  take  twenty  hours  of  academic 
work  during  the  next  cjuarter  of  attendance.  Students  taking  only 
tv/elve  hours  must  make  straight  A's  in  all  twelve  hours  in  orJler 
to  be  eligible  to  take  eighteen  hours  of  academic  work  during  the 
next    (luarter    of    attendance. 

Seniors  who  lack  only  thirty-six  .academic  hours  credit  for 
graduation  may  take  twenty  hours  during  either  one  of  their  last 
tv/o  quarters,  provided  they  shall  have  made  a  minimum  of  sixteen 
quality  points  during  the  previous  quarter.  One  grade  of  D  foii'eits 
this    privilege. 
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CERTIFICATE    COURSES 

These  are  two-year  colleg-e  courses  based  on  15  units  of  nig-h 
school    work. 

The  certificate  obtained  by  completing  either  of  these  courses 
is  by  law  a  first  grade  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades  of 
the  public  schools  of  Mississipipi  for  a  period  of  five  years,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  tirr.e  the  license  may  be  renewed  for  a  period 
of  one  year  each  by  six  weeks  attendance  in  this  college  (H.  B. 
396,  Sec.  1,  Chapter  201,  Acts  of  1922). 

One  who  holds  a  certificate  dated  prior  to  September  1928, 
may  secure  a  new  five-year  certificate  by  completing  sufficient  ad- 
ditional Vv^ork  in  residence  to  meet  present  certificate   requirements. 

There  are  two  certificate  courses,  the  lower  elementary  course 
and  the  upper  elementary. 

DEGREE   COURSES 

These  are  four-year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  high 
school  work.  They  are  intended  for  teachers  who  expect  to  make 
teaching  their  profession  and  wish  broad  scholarship,  as  well  as 
special  preparation,  that  will  fit  them  for  professional  elementary 
supervision,  high  school  teaching,  or  for  administrative  positions 
such    as    principalships    and    superintendencies. 

The  completion  of  these  courses  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science  which  is  by  law  a  professional  license  to  teach  in 
any  position  in  the  public  schools  of  Mississippi  for  life.  (H.  B.  396, 
Sec.  1,  Chr.pter  201,  Acts  of  1922). 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  work  of  juniors  and  seniors  of  these 
courses  must  be  in  courses  numbered  above  100.  Not  less  than  60 
quarter  hours  of  the  entire  course  must  be  in  numbers  abo"  e  100. 

For  any  degree  course,  a  total  of  not  more  than  40  hours  may 
be  taken  in  any  one  subject  (except  in  Educafon  and  in  the  stu- 
dent's major,  in  which  48  hours  may  be  taken.  In  Home  Economics 
major     52    hours). 

Degrees  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters  only.
